The térm tho “Wiiea" has both » general and a spe-
®ial pignificance; generally, I* inocludes the enlire
Btage equipment above the groumd neor; perficu-
lorly (and this 18 tho semas in which it Is mmost fre-
quently used), 1t means that slde of the siage only
(gexerally the right or prompt side) from which the
euriains and ‘borders” are worked. We ahall have
in this articls most to say of this Istter poriion of the
Tiles, bul before procecding will give s goneral idea
©f the whole region,

On a well-propertioned stags the fles are hung
rather loss than hall she disiance from the Noor to
#he roof. They are light but substantisl piastforms,
bullt ont from the wall of the three clesad sides of
she stage. The twe slde pistforma maturally
socommodate themselves to the sizse ef the
presceniom, bul thal at the back ocan be bally
out to snit the will, sthe only oontrolling
osnslderation  being bow muoh of Blage
depth shall be dispensed with, This back
piatform is the studie of the theatrs, or, as it (s
rather practically oalled, the “pulat roem."” It hasa
peculiar fitness for this purpose, and 18 always so
msed. A [rame the width of the stage ruas, by
means of ropes and counter-welghts, 1n greoved
pests, up and dewn In front of the platform. Upen
thia frame are set the strefohed canvases, and the
Bcene painter ¢an thus appreach his work atany
doegree of nearnesa at ploasure. The left-hand plat.
form (we Always suppone the sight-seer to be facing
the auditorium) I8 put toa varlety of uses. The
oarpenter shep I8 nsually plaesd here; a huge, un-
mightly, but Indispensable sapartment. The rooms
oentalning the wardrobe of tha theatre are also
most frequently p'sced at this glde of the fles,
Thers are also generally here large rooms for the
storage of scenery and properties not Ilmmediatoly
required,

We come now to our special gronnd, At 0rst
#ight it resembles, more than anything sise, the deok
of a ahip. Ropes Innunmerable stretch obliquely
teward the celling, acourad at thelr lower onds upon
wooden pins. Thess ropes serve to hold in place
the various “herders;” to work the roller flats, the
shandellers, and sundry other soanlc aArrangemonts;
and to hoist and lewer the ourtairs, For the latter
bnsiness, especially in large theatres where the car-
taing are very hoavy, sxtra sized double windlasses
are used, and in some eases other windiasses are
brought in play upon very heavy flal drops, Bya
“fal" |s understood the main scens, ocoupying the
back of the stage, as seen by the spectator, It (s made
generally in two squal halves, which are pushed on
n grooves from opposite sldes, meeting In the ven-
tre of the swsge, In this oase they are in no way
controlled from the fies. Semotimes, however, It {8
more convenlent to have the fal palnted in a single
pleture, and mounnted ltke a curtaln on & roller, In
that case it s worked by the iymen, The “borders”
are the narrow sirips of hanging scenery arranged
to miatch the succesalve stage pletures. They are
of many sorts, plain sky, cloud, wood, Interfor,
drapery, cte, eto., and shelr preper working I8 an
important matter, as 't must he doreo in perfoot
accord with the ohanges below, or the raesultls a
ludicrous confusion., To have s forest with a
kitchen roof, or a grand palace with no roof at all—
that Is to gay, with the Llue sky overhead —might
tlokle some people who have no reverence for any-
thing, but would most assuredly not please the
stage-manager. These impertant sdjuncts of the
s#cene have to be changed frequently, ard as the Ny-
Baen are at gome distance from the stage and must.
work entirely by algnals, it follows that they should
be thoroughly trustworthy and rellsble persons,
There 18 lnore blind dependence placed iu them than
upon any individoals about the theatre. The
prompter is their manager, but he |s far away and
can only talk to his men through the media of speak-
fng tubes and muilled bells, 1If they are nol atten-
Sve to these signals—thers I8 nothing else to warn
them, for half the time they cannot see the stago
and do not know what s going en thereon—if they
are not constantly on the alert, and do not follow
orders blindly, impltckly, down geoes the show!
Beenery mixed up inextricably, curtains rising and
falling at will—most certainly down wonld come, or
np would go, the show. All the grand acting in the
world could not save 1t

The fles are ameng the most ourlons of the
pights to be found behind toe scenes, and the men
fa the flies are among the most eccentric snd origl-
nal characters of that region. Thelr standard of

acting ls one of their strangest traits. We have
never known It 0 vary, They praise
an actor or B plece nos in

proportion to the applause excited or money at-
tracted, but forthe amount of werk sxacted from
thie fles. A plece that has one scene set for an
a0t they have a very small oplaion of, fRichard 11
they are lnclined to rate as the finest play thatu |s,
and Shakespeare In general meets thelr approval;
but those Frenchited pleces, Robertsonlan
dramas, etc.,, they speak of contemptuously, ns
showing no variety or originality, Not that they
@re greedy te work the heavy tragedies either, for
you will find them at such times growling at their
hard luck, but, like some other folks, when the easy
€ays come they look back longingly to the times
when they had their hands full, and when thelr
province was no light oue in the successful per-
formance of & dlmaeult play.

Tneatricsl people are notad for thelr clanmshness,
This spirit does not include In one body the whole
npumber of workers. ©On the contrary, the depart-
ments seem instiactively 1o form clans, armeda not
only agaipst the oulside barbarians, but against
each other, Actors form & close cerporation, but not
sloser aguinst mere folks who &re not actors than
against their pome-sort companions, the mecnanics,
working people, etc., of the stage. The carpenters,
oto,, form for their own parts close bodies, from
which the player {8 as much excluded as a Common
Councilman. The mechanios of the theatre, {n fact,
rather look down upon the actors, Tney admiy,
when put to i, that the players are a Kind of neces-
Bity, but they are sure that nise-tenshs of their lm-
portauoce is depondenyupon the uuscen brawn and
musoclé of the stage. Sothe whole theatre 15 divided,
but no men 1o it are more thoronghly clannish than
the men in the fles, Their lsolated position has
much to do withh this, their pecullar reiation 1o the
drama has a good deal, and thelr (30 to speak) life-
long copuection with lheir singolar posts has most
of all. The steadiness with which fymen work and
hold thelr positions I8 something remarkable, It
requires s singular combination in a man to ft him
for this Work--great punctualicy, regularity, obe-
dience to orders: but when & man once does #tit,
the place has & groal fascination for him. The
actors fit from season to season; the mwechanics,
although more constant, yet, with the exception of
ohlef carpenter, gas men, and one or two others,
rarely hold longer than two or three seasons; but the
men o the Nles, oftener thas not, go into
their places youug men amnd Stay In  them
until they are grey., They always carry on some
separste business 1o the daytime, apd Lhoy have no
rehearsals Lo werry oul thelr lives. It was this as-
pect of the subject that first struck the writers
fancy, Here Io & body of men livingin an art atmo-
pphars, yet really not breathing 1t; mdministering Lo
art, but In no way s part of it; their very existence
nosuspected. not only by the careless sightseer ln
gthe fromt of the house, but, a8 far as any personil
Bign goes, by thelr companions of the siage below,

The Nies are almost as rigorously sealsd
to people in the theatre as Lhose out of it, but they
are by a strange contrariety occasdionally opaned to
s slsgular public. It sometimes happeus lhat
the men in the fles find it more convenlent
to live in the theatre than elsewhere, I & member
of the gulld has a legning that way, he strelghtway
accomplishes his deslgn withoul necessarily con-
gulting thé manager. 1f the proprietor of
the place should clamber up the brosk-neck SLRirs
In the course of years aud see a lot of wild-looking

ehamols-like childréen he s not surprised. And yet
pothing can he stranger than the sight of the rear-

ing of chlldren in the dingy under-the-roof region
of the theatre, Quesr litlie midges such children
Are, slarting away from ihe siranger in s frightensd
zaanner, and thon haliing t¢ 0ok curiously at him
from under eVErgrowa MOC“‘ Iscks, They have
& bleached out look, the appearance that overcomes
plants and Sowers, Wo &re ioid, whea deprived of

the bloannd sunlight. They are cantious, noleslss
litsle asimais, being tralned from the st to mode
rate thelr vigorous transports, and their (nfantils
gayetion generally, In the interests of art. A
fmmily fuch a8 In here described has lived
for yearas in the files of the Holiday BStreet
Theatre, Baltimore, and thera Is BeATORLY A Knawy
Inducement, short of fire, that could make them
Change their quartars.

liSaratoga' at the Chesnnt.
There is sao much real comedy played at Sars-
tega and other fashionable watering places
every summer that it is remarkable some acule

of transferring some of tho scenes of real life to
the stage. That the material ls abundant every
summer pleasure-ssckor well knows, and a roa-
pomably skilful and vivacions writer who has
enflicient knowledge of stage eoffect te put
together an actablo play could scarcely fail, by
making use of but a small portlon of the wealth
that lies nctually in his grasp, to produce & most
interesting piece that would tickle the fancy of
the publie, ad every vivid pleture of contempo-
rary real life must. The comedy of Saraioga
remains yet to be writlen, however, for Mr.
Bromson C. Howard has thrown away a eapltal
opportunity, and instend of studying Sarstogs
life with the eye of an artist, and reproducing it
in his play, he¢ has been content to copy his
characters from the dime novels rather than
from naturo, to place them In situations that
require a streteh of the imagination te consider
even probable, and to make them utler language
that is more inane than even the inanities of
common life. Such o piece as this mary have a
transient success, but it ean never obtain even
8o much of a hold npon the regards of the public
as the milk-and-water comedies of Robertson,
which, although lacking in backbone, are gene-
rally good so far as they go. Thus much, of
censure, Is fully deserved by the author of Sara-
toga, for the piece glves abundant evidences that
Lie is capable of far better things, and we by no
means intend to Inginuate that it Is unentertain

ing. On the contrary, the performance last
evening at the Chesnut was heartlly enjoyed
by the large audlence In attendancs,
and if laughter and applause sntitle us to judge
of the success of a new play, Saraloga may be
cousidered a decided success. It is based upon
the farcleal idea—a good ldea, too, for stage
purposes—of an Impressible young gentleman
belng In love with four young ladias at once;
and the amusement of the audience is derlved
from the complicatlons that ensus from this

«condition of affalrs, the hero being made the

victim of his irate lady-loves, supported by bel-
licose [husbands, fathers, brothers, and lovers,
until the close of the fifth act stralghtens out
tho entanglements and ends all happily in troe
comedy fashiow., Bome of the scenes are ex-
ceadingly amusing, and leaving ont of the ques-
tion the total lack of art in the construction of
the piece, its principal defect is the wearisome
quantity of verbiage thal has no direcl sonnec-
tion with the progress of the play. Such a
plece as Sarafoga, of course, depends largely
upen the actors, and the successof the perform-
ance last eovenlng was dus in a great
menzure to the creditable manner in which the
different parte were sustained. There were no
very remarkable exhibitions of histrionic genius,
probably for the reason that the opportunities
were limited, but especial credit must be given
to Mr. James Lewis for his amusing and artistic
ghetch of “Bob Sachett,” the man of many
loves, and to Mr. Phillips for an admirable per-
scnation of “Papa Vaoderpool,” the represents-
tive paps of the period. Mr. Charles Allerton
gave & lsughable caricature of the English
tourist, “Sir Mortimer Muttonleg," and Miss
May Figk and Miss Kate Newton, who appeared
in ‘their original parts of “Lucy Carter," the
bride of the period, and “Virginia Vanderpool,”
made a favorable impression. The remaining
parts wers creditably filled, Miss Lily Vining
Bavenport personatisg “Eflle Remington,” and
Miss Glover *Olivia Ashton,” the widow of the
period, with excellent effect. The dresses of
the ladies were remarkably elegant, our Phlla-
delphla actresses, however, rather carryiog off
the palm for good taste.

the audience rather by the skifting faclal ex-
preesion and the slight but Impressive ges-
fures of the mnclress than by the words
she utters, Mr. Brongham in constructing a
drama from Miss Braddon's novel, has succesded
better than playwrights who attempt this kind
of work nsnally do, and he has contrived to
produce & piece that has considerable interest In
its piot, and that presents some ¢fective drama-
ticsituations, Thecharacter of “Lady Andley"
is particularly well worked ont, and it is sufli-
clently pieturesque and striking, especiully in
1he hands of such an artist as Mrs. Bowers, to
engage the close attention even of those who

are unable to appreclate s mourits as
a tubtle psycological sindy. It |has
in It all the elements of popu-
larity, and at the same time it is n work

of high art that is satisfyiog 1o the most eritical.
Mrs, Bowers appears iotultively to under-
stand all the subtle elements of ' Lady Audley's"
character; she fits into it as she does Into no one
of her other favorite parts, and as owe of the
really great performances of the day, entitled to
rank with Jefferson’s “‘Rip Van Wiskle,™ Mr,
Davanport's “8ir Gilles Overreach,” and other
fine pleces of acting with which the public are
familiar, it 18 especially worthy of the atiention
of intelligent pla goers.
